There  is  only  one  die  of  the  dollar  of  this  year.  Most  specimens  show  a 
decided  weakness  on  the  left  side  of  both  obverse  and  reverse.  There  are 
two  patterns  in  copper  of  this  piece  one  struck  before  the  stars  were  placed 
on  the  die  and  the  other  from  the  finished  die;  both  are  unique.  They  are 
listed  in  the  book  on  patterns  by  William  H.  Woodin  and  Edgar  H.  Adams 
as  Nos.  13  and  14,  and  are,  respectively  in  the  collections  of  Messrs.  Woodin 
of  New  York  and  Virgil  M.  Brand  of  Chicago.

Flowing  Hair. 


Obverses. 

1.  Wide  date.  Large  curl  touches  one  point  of  first  star.  Six  locks  of  hair, 
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come  to  a point,  including  curl,  the  one  next  to  the  curl  is  very  heavy 
and  the  one  above  that  very  small.

2.  Wide  date;  curl  cuts  first  star.  Six  heavy  locks  to  hair  including  curl. 
L in  LIBERTY  distant  from  star.  With  reverse  A. 

First  star  on  right 
nearly  under  bust  and  almost  touches.  With  reverses  B,  D and  E.

5.  Wide  date.  Curl  high  above  star.  Light  bar  die  break  behind  head. 
With  reverse  G. 

6.  Wide  date.  Curl  between  two  points  of  first  two  stars  but  not  touching. 
With  reverse  G. 

7.  Wide  date.  T in  LIBERTY  double  cut.  The  head  closely  resembles  that 
on  the  17  94  dollar.  Lowest  curl  is  small  and  touches  first  star.  With 
reverse  F.

A.  Nineteen  berries  in  wreath,  9 on  left  branch  and  10  on  right.  With 
obverses  1,  2. 

B.  Nineteen  berries  in  wreath,  9 on  left  branch  and  10  on  right.  The  ar- 
rangement of  the  berries  differs  from  the  preceding;  the  two  berries 
near  first  S in  STATES  are  close  together  as  are  the  two  near  first  A in 
AMERICA.  With  obverse  3. 

C.  Eighteen  berries  in  wreath,  9 on  each  branch.  With  obverse  1. 

D.  Seventeen  berries  in  wreath,  9 on  left  branch  and  8 on  right.  With 
obverses  3,  4. 

E.  Sixteen  berries  in  wreath,  8 on  each  branch.  With  obverse  3. 

F.  Fourteen  berries  in  wreath,  7 on  each  branch.  Three  leaves  under  each 
wing  of  eagle.  With  obverse  7. 

G.  Thirteen  berries  in  wreath,  7 on  left  branch  and  6 on  right.  The  wreath 
is  much  heavier  and  there  are  three  leaves  under  each  wing  of  eagle.

The  First  Coinage  of  Independent  Chile. 


Above  we  show  the  illustration  of  the  first  coin  struck  by  Chile.  The 
piece,  as  will  be  noted,  is  of  the  denomination  of  one  peso,  equivalent  to  our 
dollar,  and  of  the  weight  of  about  one  ounce  of  silver.  So  far  as  known,  this 
was  the  only  denomination  to  be  struck  in  1817,  although  the  general  style 
of  design  was  followed  for  many  years  afterward  in  the  silver  coinage.  The 
first  gold  coins  were  struck  in  the  following  year — 1818. 

The  diameter  of  the  peso  is  4 0 mm.  The  piece  herewith  illustrated 
bears  the  initials  “F.  J.”  which  stand  for  those  of  the  assayers  of  the  mint. 
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Jose  Toribio  Medina,  who  has  written  extensively  of  the  Chilean  coins  and 
medals,  states  in  his  work  entitled  “Las  Monedas  Chilenas,”  1902,  that  the 
coin  also  is  known  with  and  without  the  letters  “F.  D.”  Senor  Medina 
states  that  he  possesses  examples  of  the  die  in  bronze  and  tin,  with  the  in- 
itials “F.  J.”  He  continues  that  under  No.  1988  of  the  catalogue  of  Prado  y 
Rojos  a peso  of  this  date  is  described  with  the  initials  “F.  I.,”  but  that  the 
last  letter  without  doubt  is  an  error  and  intended  for  a “J.”  He  also  states 
that  the  same  catalogue,  under  No.  1989,  refers  to  a peso  dated  1818.  Fon- 
robert  also  mentions  a peso  of  1818,  and  catalogued  pesos  of  the  same  varie- 
ty with  the  letters  “F.  D.,”  from  1818  to  1821,  inclusive.  Then  1822  and 
1823,  with  “F.  I.,”  and  1824  with  the  single  letter  “I.” 

We  extract  from  the  work  of  Senor  Alejandro  Rosa  of  Buenos  Ayres, 
Coleccion  de  Leyes,  Decretos  y Otros  Documentos,’’  &c.,  the  following  re- 
lating to  the  first  Chilean  coinage.  Senor  Rosa  credits  this  extract  to  the 
work  entitled  “Leyes  i Decretos  Supremos — Concernientes  al  Ej  de  Chile  ” 
by  Jose  Antonio  Varas: 


l'A  Swpremo  Director  D cleg  ado,  Coronet  de  los  Ejercitos  de  la  Pati’ia  Don 

Hilarion  de  la  Quintana,  etc. 

En  una  epoca  en  que  los  augustos  emblemas  de  la  libertad  se  ven  por 
todas  paites  sustituidos  a la  execrable  imajen  de  los  antiguos  despotas,  seria 
un  absurdo  extraordinario  que  nuestra  moneda  conservase  ese  infame  busto 
de  Ja  usurpation  personificada.  La  posteridad  se  escandalizaria  i juzgaria 
acaso  que  la  cobardia  e irrefleccion  mantuvieron  esos  monumentos  degra- 
dantes  en  los  dias  de  la  independencia.  Consiguiente  a estos  principios,  se 
declara  que  en  lo  sucesivo  nuestra  moneda  de  plata  tendra  por  el  anverso  el 
nuevo  seUo  del  Gobierno,  encima  de  la  estrella  una  tarjeta  con  esta  inscrip- 
cion . Libertad  i al  rededor  de  esta:  Union  i Fuerza,  bajo  la  columna  el  ano. 
i oi  el  reverso  presentara  un  volcan  i encima  una  corona  de  laurel  en  cuyo 
centio  se  pondra  el  valor  i al  rededor:  Chile  Independiente  debajo  del  cerro 
Santiago. 

La  codicia  espanola  llevara  a su  pesar  por  todas  partes  en  el  simbolo 
representative  de  nuestras  riquezas,  de  la  majestad  del  pueblo  chileno  i con- 
stante  resolucion  de  los  americanos. 

En  que  de  cualquier  modo  violase  o rehusase  la  nueva  moneda  sera  cas- 
ti.gado  como  traidor  a la  patria,  con  todo  el  rigor  que  las  leyes  caducas  impo- 
nian  a los  defraudadores  del  signo  de  los  sangrientos  reyes  de  la  conquista. 

Publiquese  por  bando,  imprimase  i circulese. 

Dado  en  Santiago  a 9 de  Junio  de  1817.

A free  translation  of  this  order  for  the  first  coinage  of  Chile  reads  as 
follows: 


In  an  epoch  in  which  the  august  emblems  of  liberty  are  being  substituted 
evei  vwheie  loi  the  execrable  image  of  the  ancient  despots,  it  seems  an  extra- 
oidinaiy  absuidity  that  our  coinage  should  still  preserve  the  infamous  por- 
uait  ol  usui pation  peisonified.  Posterity  will  be  amazed  and  will  perhaps 
think  that  cowardice  and  irresolution  caused  these  degrading  monuments  to 
be  maintained  during  the  days  of  independence.  In  conformity  with  these 
principles,  it  is  provided  that  the  contemplated  silver  coin  will  show  the  seal 

on  the  obverse;  above  the  star  a label,  with  the  word 
LIBERTAD,  and  around  the  border  UNION  Y FUERZA;  below  the  column 
the  date.  The  reverse  will  present  a volcano,  above  which  will  be  placed  a 
wieath,  in  the  centre  of  which  will  be  placed  the  denomination,  and  sur- 

SANTIAG()he  inSCripti0n  CHILE  INDEPENDIENTE;  below  the  mountain, 

Spanish  cupidity  thus  in  spite  of  itself  will  carry  throughout  all  parts  of 
the  world  the  representative  symbol  of  our  wealth,  the  majesty  of  the  Chilean 
people,  and  the  steadfast  resolution  of  the  Americans. 

W hoevei  shall  in  any  manner  violate  or  refuse  the  new  coinage  shall  be 
punished  as  a traitor  of  the  country  with  all  the  rigor  that  the  former  laws 
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imposed  upon  the  defrauders  of  the  emblem  of  the  bloody  kings  of  the  con- 
quest. 

This  shall  be  published  as  a decree,  printed,  and  circulated.  Given  in 
Santiago,  the  9th  of  June,  1817. 

HILARION  DE  LA  QUINTANA. 

The  real  beginning  of  the  independence  of  Chile  was  on  Sept.  18,  1810, 
when  the  cabildo  of  Santiago  secured  the  resignation  of  the  Governor,  and 
elected  a junta  of  seven  persons.  After  fighting  the  Spanish  forces  for  a 
number  of  years,  the  latter,  aided  by  the  rivalries  between  the  revolutionary 
leaders,  among  whom  were  Juan  Martinez  de  Rozos,  Jose  Miguel  Carrera, 
and  Bernardo  O’Higgins,  and  an  army  sent  by  Viceroy  Abascal  of  Peru, 
gained  the  upper  hand  in  1814.  For  three  years  the  Spaniards  maintained 
the  ascendancy,  when  in  the  Spring  of  1817  an  army  under  the  command  of 
Gen.  Jose  de  San  Martin,  formed  in  Mendoza,  one  of  the  provinces  of  the  Rio 
de  la  Plata,  with  Gen.  Bernardo  O’Higgins,  crossed  the  Andes  and  defeated 
the  Spanish  forces  at  Chacabuco.  Gen.  San  Martin  appointed  Gen.  O’Higgins 
as  Supreme  Director  of  Chile,  and  the  latter  made  Col.  Hilarion  de  la  Quin- 
tant  Vice  Supreme  Director  at  Santiago.  Col.  Quintana  was  a native  of  the 
Provinces  of  the  Plata;  had  been  an  aide-de-camp  on  the  staff  of  Gen.  San 
Martin,  and,  as  will  be  observed,  it  was  under  his  administration  that  the 
order  was  given  for  the  first  independent  coinage. 

Gen.  San.  Martin  later  proceeded  with  his  army  to  Peru,  where  he  met 
the  Spanish  General  Mariano  Osorio  at  the  river  Maipo  on  April  3,  1818,  and 
achieved  a victory  which  was  so  decisive  that  the  independence  which  had 
been  formally  proclaimed  in  the  previous  February  became  assured.

A New  Variety  of  Hard  Times  Token. 


Curator  Howland  Wood  has  brought  to  our  attention  a new  variety  of 
Hard  Times  Token  Low  No.  1 So  far  as  known,  this  is  the  very  first 
time  the  variety  has  been  publicly  mentioned,  and  certainly  the  first  that  it 
has  been  illustrated.  The  upper  illustration  shows  that  of  a specimen  of 
No.  1,  now  in  the  possession  of  Wavte  Raymond  of  the  United  States  Coin 
Co.  The  second  specimen  is  the  new  variety  discovered  by  Mr.  Wood,  and 
which  is  in  the  collection  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society  of  New  York. 
It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  a distinct  difference  in  the  arrangement  of 
the  hair  of  Jackson,  on  the  new  variety  this  having  a curly  effect.  The  for- 
mation of  the  features  is  also  radically  different,  and  the  new  piece  does  not 
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show  lines  across  the  forehead.  The  reverse  seems  to  be  the  same  as  on  all 
the  other  known  specimens.  The  metal  is  copper.  Carl  Wurtzbach,  in  the 
Numismatist  of  1910,  Page  74,  mentions  a variety  of  No.  1,  which  differs  from 
the  one  in  Mr.  Low’s  work,  and  it  is  not  either  one  of  the  two  illustrated 
above.  We  will  not  be  surprised  to  see  a fourth,  and  perhaps  even  a fifth 
die  variety  of  this  piece,  which  is  so  highly  esteemed  by  collectors  of  Hard 
Times  tokens  and  politicals. 


The  John  Law  Medals.

The  design  shows' a man  in  court  dress  examining  a quantity  of  bills  at 
his  right  through  a magnifying  glass,  his  left  hand  pointing  toward  a chest 
of  coined  money.  The  German  inscription  translated  signifies:  “The  magni- 
fying glass  serves  here  so  many  ends  that  even  the  knowing  ones  allow  them- 
selves to  be  blinded  by  the  lust  of  money.

The 
inscription,  translated,  reads:  “The  play  is  now  found  out,  the  leaf  is  turned, 
and  the  swindle  comes  to  a terrible  end.  The  whole  world  is  a monument  to 
the  folly  of  the  time.”

Re.  Hard  Times  Token  Low  5A. 


Carl  Wurtzbach  of  Lee,  Mass.,  the  well-known  expert  on  Hard  Times 
tokens,  has  drawn  our  attention  to  the  fact  that  he  mentioned  the  above 
variety  of  the  Hard  Times  token  series  in  the  Numismatist  of  1910,  Page  74. 
This  is  without  doubt  the  first  mention  in  numismatic  print  of  the  variety, 
and  we  are  glad  to  give  Mr.  Wurtzbach  all  the  credit  for  the  discovery.  Mr. 
Wurtzbach  also  calls  our  attention  to  another  distinguishing  feature  between 
the  two  varieties — namely,  that  on  No.  5A  the  shield  on  the  eagle’s  breast 
is  much  smaller  than  on  No.  5.  Those  who  are  interested  in  this  subject  will 
find  the  two  illustrations  on  Page  32  of  the  May  Bulletin.
